It is, therefore, a valuable 
variety and a good cropper. It certainly compares very favorably 


with the ‘‘Rural.’’ 
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HUNDRED-FOLD. 


This is also one of Salzer’s, and gave us a good crop, but not exactly — 
up to its name. The tubers are of varied form, being round like the 
Harvest King and some of them rather long or oval. Skin white, tu- 


bers good size, vigorous grower. 


BURBANK. 


Any description of this old, well known sort seems almost useless. 
It is white, rather long, smooth and a very popular variety in many 
localities, being frequently named at the head of the list in the trade 


bulletins issued from the big city markets. 


WASHINGTON VICTOR. : 


A large, late variety that grows to enormous size in their native 
state. They gave us a fair crop of good sized tubers. The skin is dark, 


flesh white, shape nearly round, and eyes shallow. Have only a few. 


RUSSETT PEACHBLOW. 


We have grewn these for three years and find them medium size; 
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pink skin, very russetty, good crepper, eyes a little below the surface, 


as is peculiar to the old Peachblow family; good keeper.

This was originated by E.S. Carman and introduced in 1894. It 
is making quite a stir among potato growers. It is rather late, nearly 
round, sometimes uneven in form, white, about average size; good 
cropper. We have only a very limited supply to offer, as we planted 


only a few. 
IRISH QUEEN. 


We received a small quantity of this variety last spring for trial 
(Complimentary from L. L. May & Co.) The seed we planted was in 
poor condition and did not nearly all grow, but still we got some very 
handsome potatoes of good ferm, and in color resembling the Hebron. 
They attracted a good deal of attention at several fairs where they were 


exhibited last fall. Have none to sell this season, 


SALZER’S KING OF THE EARLIES. 


We received this variety last spring as a complimentary from The 
Salzer Seed Co. They seem te us to be identical with the Early Ohio. 


However a further test may show some difference. 


Some General Observations about our Potatoes. 

OUR CROP. We had one field of about eleven acres on which we 
had some of all the varieties named in the table on page 3, except the 
last two—in all, 20 varieties. The crop on these eleven acres was, by 
actual weight, a little over 270 bus. per acre of marketable stock. Four 
of the varieties yielded over 310 bus. per acre. We think this a good 
showing, in consideration of the extreme drouth. 

TABLE QUALITY. The table quality of potatoes seems to be a 
little below the average this year. We can give no satisfactory reason 
for this, but when such varieties as Freeman and World’s Fair and 
Hebron are not just about perfect there must be some conditions of 
weather (perhaps the extreme long-continued heat and dreuth) to 


cause it. In general appearance and size, our potatoes are very good. 
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PEAS.==$15 for a Name. 


We have a new pea, purchased from the originator (Thos. Crane, of 
Ft. Atkinson, Wis.,) which we think is the best of anything we ever 
had for a main crop and late, sweet, wrinkled pea. We planted them 
last season under quite unfavorable conditions of weather, and got a 
very remarkable crop of the FINEST TABLE PEAS we ever tested. 
That may be saying a great deal, but all reports were the same from 
those who tested them. The vines grew, last season, from 2 TO 23 FT. 
HIGH and very branching at or near the root; frequently throwing six 
or more strong branches, and each one literally LOADED WITH pods, 
making, in many cases, over fifty pods to a single plant; and on some 
plants could be counted nearly ONE HUNDRED PODS.

C. A. Meeker’s Patent Smoothing Harrow. 


The frame is square, 6 ft. 8 in. by 6 ft. lin., with four sets of rollers, 
having 58 disks, Sin. in diameter on them. 

On the two forward rollers the disks are 6 inches apart, and on the 
two rear rollers 3 inches apart. The disks on each set of rollers work 
between each other. 

The board in the center is set at an angle, is adjusted up and down, 
and acts as a leveter. 

The disks grind all lumps so fine that seed must come up, and 
mashes small stones below the surface better than any field roller; it 
levels the ground at the same time, which a field roller does not do. 

This harrow was invented by Mr. C. A. Meeker, a Southport 
farmer, whose recommendation for our Hand Wheel Hoes is found on 
page 4 of our eitalogue.
